It will not be unpleaſant to hear 
him begin his Story, The enſuing Trea- 
tife of Brſbop Bramhall's berg ſomewhat 
ſaperannuated, the Bookicilet was wery 
ſollicitous to have it ſet off with ſome Pre« 
face that might recommend it to the Genius 
of the Age, and reconcile it to the preſent 
Tuntture of 4ffairs.

the Bear-garden, But. the Bookſeller 
I ſee was a cunning Fellow, and knew 
his Man. For who fo proper as a young 
Prieſt to ſacrifice to the Genius of the 
Age ; yea, though his Conſcience were 
the Otiering * Andnone more ready 
to nick a juncture of Afﬀairs than a 
malapert Chaplain; though not one in- 
deed of a hundred but diſlocates theny 
m.the handling. And yet our Author 
is very maidenly, and condeſcends to 
his Bookſeller not without fome re- 
lucance, as being, foxſooth, firſt of all 
none of the, moſt z4alous Patrons of the 
Preſs. 

Though he hath fo lately forfeited 
his Credie, yct hercin I dare believe 
him : For. the Prefs hath ought him @ 
ſhame a long time, and is but now be- 
inning to pay off the Debt, The Preſs

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(that vilanous Engine) invented much 
about the ſame time with the Refor- 
mation, that hath done more miſchief

Reaſon, For the moſt leading Party of 
the Enghfþ Clergy in his time rerained 
ſuch a Ponrifical Rtiffueſs towards the 
Foreign Divines, that it  purs me in 
mind of Auf; che Monk whea he came 
into Kent, nor deigning to fiſe wp to the 
Brietifh, or give them the hand, and 
could ſcarce afford their Charches ei- 
cherCommunion orCharity,or common 
Civilicy, So that itis nor to be wondred 
it rhey alſo on their parts looked 
upon our Models of Accommodation 
wich the ſame jealouſie that the BrinſS 
Chriftians had of Auſtin's Deſign, to 
unire then: firft ro (that is under) the 
Saxons , and then deliver them both 
over bound to the Papal Gaveroment 
and Ceremonjes, But ſeeing hereby 
our hands were weakned, and there 
was no probabilicy of arriving ſo near 
the end of the work, as to a conſent a- 
mong Proteſtants abroad ; had the Bi- 
ſh>p bur gone that ſtep, to have recon- 
clted the Ecdeſiaftical Differences in 
" eur 
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our own Nations, # that we might 
have ſtood firm at home before we had 
taken fuch a Jump beyond-Sea, it 
would have been a Performance wor- 
thy of his Wiſdom. For at that time 
the Eccleſiaſtical Rigours here were ijn 
the higheſt fermenr, and the Church in 
being arrayed ir ſelf againſt che peace- 
able Difſenters only in tome points of 
Worſhip, And what great Under» 
taking could we be ripe for abroad, 
while fo divided at home ? or what 
fruit expected fron the labour of thoſe 
Mediating Divines in weighty matters, 
who were not yet paſt the Sucking- 
bottle 5 bat ſeem'd to place all che bu« 
fineſs of Chriſtianity in perſecuring 
men for their Conſciences, differing 
from them in ſmaller matrers © How 
ridiculous muſt we be ro the Church 
of Rome to interpoſe in her Aﬀairs, and 
torce our Mediation upon her ; when, 
beſides our ill correſpondence with the 
Foreign Proteſtants, ſhe muſt obſerve 
our weakneſs within our felyes, that 
we could nor, or would not ſtep over a 
ſtraw, though for the perpetual ſerrſ-

Nation ? She might well look upon us 
as thoſe that probab ly might be torced 
at ſome time by our folly co call her in to 
our zfliſtance (for with no ry to or 

guments but what ate ferch'd out of 
her Arſenals can the Ceremonial-Cou- 
troverſie be rightly defended ) but ne- 
ver could ſhe confider us as of fuch Au» 
thority or wiſdom, as io give Ballance 
to her Counſels 

But this was far from Bp. Frambal's 
thoughts ; who ſo he might (like Ceſar ) 
manage the Roman Empire at its utmoſt 
extent, had quite forgot what would 
conduceto the Peace of his own Pro- 
vince and Country. For p.57.he ſettles 
this Maxime as a Truth, T hat ſecond Re- 
formations are commanly like Metal upon 
Metal,wbich u ſalſe Heraldry, \W here, by 
the way, it is a wonder that our Author 
in enumerating the Bps perfeR.ons in 
Divinity, Law, Hiſtory, aud Fhiloſophy, 
negle&ed this peculiar gite he had in 
Heraldry and omitred to tell us that 
his Mind was large enough to have ani- 
wnated the Kingdonu of Garter and C{a-

there is this more, which | oaks was 
below Biſhop Bramballs reflexion, and 
was indeed fit only for ſome vulgar Po- 
lirician, or the Commiſboners of Scot- 
land about the lace Union ; Whether 
ie would not have ſucceeded, as io the 
conſolidation of, Kingdoms, where the 
Greateſt ſwallows down the leſs; fo 
alſo in Charch-Coaliction, that though 
the Pope had condeſcended ( which 
Biſhop owns to be his Right) to be 
only a 'Patriarch , yer he ' would have 
{woop'd up the Patriarchate of Lambetb. 
to bis Mornings- draught, like an egg in 
Muſcadin?. And then there is anor 
Davger always when things come once 
to a Treaty, that, beſide the debates of 
Reaſon, there is a better way of tam- 
pering to bring Men over that have a 
ower to conclude, And ſo who knows 
in ſych a Treaty wich Rome, if the Alps 
(as it is probable) would not have come 
over to England, as the Biſhop deſigned 
ic, England might not have been ob» 
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liged, lying ſo commadious for Navi 
gation;to undertake a Voyage to Cys 
Verchis > But what though we ſhould 
have made all the Advances inagivable, 
it wauld have been to na purpoſe : and 
nothing leſs than an ivtire and total re- 
fignation of the Proteſhaut Cauſe would 
have conrented her, For the Church 
of Rome is ſo well ſatisfied of her own 
fafficiency, and hath fa much more wit 
than we had in Biſhop Bramball's days, 
or ſeem to haye yet learned; that it 
would have ſucceeded juſt as at the 
Coancil of Trent, For there, though 
many Divines of the greateſt Sincerity 
and Learning, endeavoured a Retar- 
mation , yet no more could be ob:aived 
of Her than the Nonconformiſts got 
of thoſe of the Church of England at 
the Conterence of IVqrcefler Houſe. Bur 
on the contrary, all her Excefles and 
Errors were further rivited aud confic- 
med, and that great Machine of her 
* Ecclehiaftical Policy there pertected. 

So thac this Enterpriſe ot Biſhop 
Brawballs, being fo ill laid avd fo un- 
ſeaſonable, deſerves rather au Excuſe 
than 
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than a Commendation, And all that 
can be gathered beſides out of our Au» 
thor concerning hit is of lictle better 
value ; for he faith jiadeed, that be was 
a zealous and reſolute Aſſertor of gbe Pub- 
lick Rites and Solemnuties of the Chiureb, 
But thoſe things, being only matters 
of external nearneſs, could never me- 
rit the Trophies that our Authet eres 
him, For neither can a Juſtice of Peace 
for his ſeverity aboue Dirt-baskets de- 
ſerve'a Statue. And as for bis expung- 
ing ſome dear and darling Articles from 
the Prateſlant cauſe, it is, as far as I can 
perceive, onely his ſubſtituting ſome 
Arminian Tenets, (which I name ſo,not 
for reproach, but for difference) inſtead 
of the Caluinian Dodttrines, But: this 
roo could not challenge all theſe Tri- 
umphal Ornaments in which he inſtalls 
him : For, I ſuppoſe theſe were but 
meer maftakts on either fide, for want of 
being (as the Biſhop ſaith pag. 134 ) 
ſchulaſi ically ſtated ; and that be, with a 
diftintiion of Y chool- Theologie, could bave 
ſmoothed over and plained away tbeſe knats 
though they bad been much barder, 
D 3 For 
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For the 0 my he leaves us to 
ſeek for, and 1 meet caſually with in 
the Biſhop's own Book ; I find him tp 
have been doubtleſs a very good-na- 
turd Gentleman, Pag. 160. de bath 
much reſpett for poor Readers 3 and pag. 
161, He judges that if they come ſhort of 
Preachers in pornt of Efficacy, yet they 
have the advantage of Preachers as to 
point of Security. And pag, 163, He 
commends the care taken by the (anons 
that the meaneſt Cure of Souls ſhould bave 
formal Sermons at leaſt ſour times wuoy 
year, Pag. 155. He maintains the Pu 

lick Sports on the Lo:ds day by the Pro- 
clamation to that purpoſe, and the Ex+- 
ample of the Reformed Churches beyond- 
Sea: and for the Publickh Dances of our 
Youth upon Country-Greens on I undayer, 
after the duties of the day, be ſees nothing 
in them but innocent and agreeable to that 
under-ſort of people, And pag. 117. 
( which 1 quoted before ) he takes the 
promiſcuaus licence to unqualified perſons 
#0 reade the Scriptures, far more prejudi- 
cial, nay, more pernitious, than the ower- 
rigorous reflraint of the Remanifis, And 
indeed, 


indeed, all alov ovg AIG much for 
peace-lake , judiciouſly ſhews us 
wherein our ſeparation from the Chutch 
of Rome is not warrantable, But al- 
chough I 'cannot warrant any man who 
hence rook occaſion to traduce him of 
Popery, the contrary of which: is evi- 
dent, yet neither is it to be wondred, 

ifhe did hereby lye under ſome impu- 
tation, which he might ocherwiſe have 
avoided, Neither can 1 be fo hard- 
hearted as our Author in the Noncon- 

formiſts caſe of Diſcipline, to think it 
were better that be, or a bundred mare 
Drvines of bus temper ſhould ſuffer, though 
innocent in their Reputation, 'than that 
we ſbould come under a poſſubility of loſing 
our Keligion, For as they ( the Biſhop, 
and I hope moſt of his Party } did not 
incend it fo, neither could they have 
efic&ed ic, Bur he could ner expe&t co 
enjoy his ears ng without the an- 
noyances igcideat to ſuch as dwell ia 
the middle tory : the Pots from above, 
and che Smoak from below, And thoſe 
Churches which are ſeared nearer up- 
on the Froncire of Popery, did natural-

ly and well if they Alarm at the 
March. For, in fact, that incomparable 
Perſon Grettus did yer make a Bridge 
for the Enemy to come over ; or at 
leaſt laid ſome of our moſt conſiderable 
Paſſes open co them and unguarded ; 
a crime ſomething like wha: his Son 
De Groot (here's Gazette again for you) 
and his Son-in-law Mombas have been 
charged with. And, as to the Biſhop 
himſelf, his Friend , an Accuſatory 
Spirit would defireno better play than 
he gives in his own Vindication , But 
that's neither my buſineſs .nor humour : 
and whatſoever may have glanced up- 
on him, was directed only ro our Aus . 
thor ; for publiſhing that Book, which 
the Biſhop himſelt had choughr fir to 
conceal, and for his impertinent efMo- 
reſcence of Rhetorick upon ſo mean 
Topicks, inſo choice and copious a 
Subject as Biſhop Brambal. 

Yer though the Biſhop prudently un- 
dertook a Defign, which he hoped not 
to actompliſh in his own dayes, our 
Author, nds was ſomething wiſer, 
and hath made fuze to obtain his end, 

For 
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For the Biſhop's wes was the fur- 
theft ching trom his thoughts, and he 
hath managed that part fo, thatI have 
accounted it a work of ſome Piety to 
vindicate his Memory from ſo ſcurvy 
a commendation, But the Author's end 
was only railing, He could never have 
iaduc'd himſelf to praiſe one man but 
in order to rail on another, He ne- 
ver oyls his Hone but chat he may whert 
his Razor ; and that not to ſhave, but 
to cut mens throats, And whoever 
will cake the pains to compare , will 
find, that as it is his only end ; fo his 
beſt, nay his only talent is railing. So 
that he hath, while he pretends fo 
much for the good Biſhop, uſed him but 
tor a Stalking-horſe cill he might come 
within ſhot of the Forreign Divines 
and the Noncontormiits, The other 
was only a copy of his countenance: 
But look co your ſelves, my Maſters 3 
for in fo venomous a Malice, Courteſic 
is always'fatal, Under colour of ſome 
mens having taxed the Bifhop, he flyes 
out into a furious Debauch, and breaks 
the Windows, it he coald, would raze 
the 
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the foundations of be P.oteſtant- 
Churches beyond Sea: but for all men 
at home of their perſwaſiov, if he: meer 
them in the dark he runs them thorow, 
He uſurps to himſelf the Authority of 
the Church of England, who is fo well 
bred, that if he would have allowed her 
to ſpeak, ſhe would doubtleſs have 
irea:ed more Civilly thoſe over whom 
ſhe pretends no Juriſdiftion*: and un- 
dex the pames of Germany and Geneve, 
he rallies and rails at the whole Prote- 
ſtancy of Europe, For you are mil- 
raken in our Author ( but I have worn 
him thread-bare ) if you think he des 
ſigns to enter the Lifts where he hath 
but one man to Combare, Mr Bayer, 
ye know, prefers that one quality of jght- 
ing ſingle with whole Armies, before all the 
moral Vertues put together. And yet I 
afſure you, he hath ſeveral times ob- 
liged moral Vertue fo highly, that ſhe 
ows him a good turn whenſoever ſhe 
can meet him, Bur it isa brave thing 
ro be the Eccleſiaſtical Draw-Can-Sir 3 
He kills whole Nations, he kills Friend 
and Foc ; Hungary, Tranſylvania, Bobe- 
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mis, Poland, $ 6. France, the Nether- 
lands, Denmark, Sweden,and a great 
of the Church of England, and all Scoe- 
land (for theſe, befides niany more, he 
mocks under the ticle of Germany and 
Geneva) may perhaps rouſe our Maſt, 
and make up a Danger worthy of his 
Courage. A man would gueſs that this 
Giant had promiſed his Comfortable Im- 
portance 4 Simarre of the beards of all 
che Orthodox Tbeologuer in Chriſtendom, 

But I wonder how he comes to be 
Prolocutor of the Church of England ! 
For he talks at that rate as it he were a 
Synodical Individuum ; nay, it he had 
a fitth Council in his belly he could 
not dictace more dogimatically. There 
had been indeed, us I have heard, 
about the dayes of Biſhop Brambal, 
a fort of Divinges here of that Lea- 
ven, who being dead, I cover their 
names, if not for healths ſake, yer for 
decency, who never could ſpeak ofthe 
ficſt Reformers with any patience; who 
pruned themſelves in the peculiar Ve 
rulency of their Pens, and fo they 
might ſay a tart thing concerning the 
Forreign 
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Forreign Churches, cared not what ob+ 
loquy they calt upon the Hiſtory or the 
profeſſion of Religion. And thoſe men 
undertook likewiſe to vent their Wir 
and their Choler under the (tile of the 
Church of England ; . and were indeed 
fo tar owned by her, that wiat prefer» 
ments Wcre in her own diſfoſal ſhe ra- 
ther conferrd upon them, , And now 
when they were gone off the Stage, 
there is riſen up this Spiritual Mr, 
Bayes ; who having afſumed to himſelf 
an incongruous Plutality of Ecclefia- 
ſtical Offices, one the moſt ſevere, of 
Penitentiary-Univerſal to the Refor- 
med-Churches ; the other moſt redicu- 
tous, of Buffoon-General to the Church 
of England, may be henceforth capable 
of any other Promotion, And not be- 
ing content to enjoy his own folly, he 
has taken wo others into Partnerſhip, 
as fit for his dehgn, as thoſe two that 
clubb'd with Mabomee in making the 
Alchoran : who by a perverſe Wir and 
Repreſentation "_ traveſteere the 
Scripture, and render all the careful 
and ſerious part of Religion coy

Theie is not indeed much dan- 
ger, his Book, his Lecter, and his Pre+ 
tace being writ in Engliſh , that they 
ſhould paſs abroad : bur, if they be 
prigarted upon incombuſtible Paper, or 
by reaſon of the many Avocations- of 
our Church they may eſcape a Cen- 
ſure; yer tis likely they may. dye at 
home the common fate of ſuch Trea- 
tiſes amongſt che more judicious Oyl- 
men and farocers.

be ſo far io love wit bis own Whelp,

Bur 
generally it proves otherwiſe, Oace 
perhaps ina huudred years chere may 
ariſe facha Prodigy in the Univerſity 
( where all Men elſe learn better Arts 
and better manners ) and from thence 
may creep into the Church ( where the 
Teachers at leaſt ought ro ber well in- 
ſt.ued in the knowledge and praQice 
of Chriſtianity) ſo prodigious a Perſon 
I ſay may even there be hatch'd, as ſhal 
neither know or care how to behave 
himſelf ro God or Man ; and who ha- 
viag never ſeen the receptacle of Grace 
or Conſcience atan Anatomical Dif 
ſeion, may conclude therciore that - 
there is no ſich matter, or no ſuch ob- 
ligation among Chriſtians ; who ſhall 
perſecutethe Scripture it ſelf, unleſs ir 
will 
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will conform to this REI. ; 
who ſhall ſtrive to put the World into 
Blood , and animate Princes to be the 
Executioners of their own Subjects for 
well-doing. All chis is poſlible ; but 
comes to pals as rarely and at as long 
riods in our Climate, as the birth of 
a falſe Prophet. But unluckily, in this 
fatal Year of Seventy two, among all 
the Calamities that Aſrologers- fore- 
tel, this alſo hath befaln us. I would 
not hereby confirm his vanity, as it I 
alſo believed chat any Scheme of Hea-

atience or civility z and theis diſcourſe 
1s never ſo flippant, nor their Wits fa 
fluent as when you put them upcn that 
Theme. Nay, I have heard old Men, 
ptherwile, ſober, peaceable and good- 
patured, who neyer could forgive 0/- 
belſton, as the younger are ſtill inveigh- 
ing againſt Dr. Bysby. It were well 
that both old and young would reform 
this vice, and coalider how eafie a thing 
Jt 1s upon particular grudges, and as 
they conceive” ut of a juſt cenſure, to 
flip gitker into juvenile perulancy or 
Inyeterate cacharitablonels And 20g 
_ rnere 
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there not been ſomething of this in his 
own caſe, I am confident Mr. Bayes in 
his [= nay Policy, in order 10 the 
publick Peace and ſecurity of the Go- 
vernment, could not have failed to ad- 
moniſh Princes to beware of this grow- 
ing Evil, and to brandiſh the Pablick 
Rods if not the Axes againſt the Boyes, 
to teach them better manners. And 
he would have aſſured them that they 
might have doneit with all ſafety, not-+ 
withſtanding that there were in propor- 
tion an hundred Boyes againſt one Pre- 
ceptor. But therefore is 1t not poſlible 
that J. 0, and Mr. Fayes have known 
one another formerly in the Univerſi- 
tyz and that (as in Seniority there is a 
kind of Magiſtracy) Bayes being yet 
young, 7. 0. conceiv'd himſelf in thoſe 
dayes to be his Superiour,and exerciſed 
an Academical Juriſdition or Domi- 
nion over him. Now whether'F. 0. 
might not be too (evere upon him there 
(=y all men are prone to be cogent and 
upercilious when they are in Office) 
or whether Mr, Zazes might not make 
fame little eſcapes and excurſions therg 
(4s 
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(as young men areapt to do when they 
are got together ) that I know not, and 
rather believe the contrary. But that 
is certain that the young Wits in the 
Univerſities have dere an animoſi- 
ty againſt the Dodors, and take a pe- 
culiar felicity in having a lucky hit at 
any of them. I rather ſuppoſe that 
after Mr, Bayes had changed the place, 
and his condition, to be the Noblemans 
Chaplain, he might commit ſome ex- 
orbitance in F.0% opinion, or preach or 
write ſomething to F,0V's reproach,and 
publiſhed the Secrets of the Holy Bro- 
they hood: and that J.o. having got 
him within his reach, did therefore (f- 
guratively ſpeaking) 

— Inſtead of Maid Fillian 

Take wp his Malepillian, 

And whipt him like a baggage — 
as Tom Triplet expreſſes it, This might 
well raiſe Mr. Bayes his Choler, who, 
conſidering himſelf to be now in Holy 
Orders, and conceiving that he had 
been as ſafe as in a Sanftuary under his 
Patrons proteCtion, muſt needs take it 
W to be handled foirrevereatly, If it 
were 


were thus in Fall od _—__ .0. might 
preſume too much upon his former Au- 
thority to give him. Correftionz yet it 
is the more excuſable, if Mr. Bayes 
had on his part been guilty of fo much 
difiogenuity. For though a man may 
be allowed once in his lite to change 
his Party, and the whole Scene of his 
Afﬀairs, either for his Safety or Pre- 
ferment; nay, though every man be 
obliged to change an hundred times 
backward and "wares, if kis Judge» 
ment be ſo weak & variable z yet there 
are ſome drudgeries that no man of 
Honour would put himſelf upon, and 
but few ROE to if they were impo- 
ſed, ſuppoſe one had thought fit 
to SHE mk. rom one Perſwalion of the 
Chriſtian Religion unto another, he 
would not chule to (pit thrice at _ 
Article that he relinquiſhed, to 
ſolemnly his Father and Mother for ha. 
ving educated himio thoſe Opinions, 
to animate his new Aquaiatances to 
the maſlacring of his former Cama- 
rades, Theſe are bulineſles that can 
only be expected from a Renegade of 
Argiey 
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Argier or Tunis; to over-doe in expia. 
tion, and gain better credence of bein 

a ſincere Muſnulman, And truly, though 
I can ſcarcely believe that Mr. Bayes 
hath ſo mean and deſperate jntentions, 
which yet his words ſeem too often to 
manifeſt; the Offices however which 
he undertakes are almoſt as diſhonou. 
rable, For he hath ſo ſtudied and im. 
proved their Jargon as he calls it, heard 
their Sermons and Prayers ſo atten- 
tively, ſearched the Scriptures ſo nar- 
rowly, that a man may juſtly ſuſpedt 
he had formerly ſet up of F. 0's Pro- 
feſfion, and having the language fo per- 
fetly, hath __ this junGure of aff airs 
betaken himlelf to turn Spy and -7#- 
telligencer; and 'cis evident that he hath 
travell'd the Country for that purpoſe. 
So that I cannot reſemble him better 
than to that Politick Engine who about 
two years ago was employed by ſome 
of Oxford as a Miſſionary amonglt the 
Noncontormilts ot the adjacent Coun- 
tiesz and upon deſign, either gathered 
a Congregation of his own, or preach'd 
amongl(t others, till haviog got all their 
Names 
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Names, he threw 7, the Vizard, and 
appear'd in his own Colours, an honeſt 
Informer. ' But I would not have any 
man take Mr. Bayes his Fanatical Geo+ 
graph y for authentick, leſt he ſhould be 
as far milled, as in the fituation of Ge- 
nevd, It ſuffices that Mr, Bayes hath 
done therein as much as ſerved to his 
purpoſe, and mixed probability enough 
for ſach as know not better, and whole 
eares are of a juſt bore for his fable. 
But 7. 0. being of age and parts ſuf- 
ficient either to manage or to neglect 
this Quarrel, I ſhall as far -as poſlible 
decline the mentioning of him, ſeeing 
I have too upon ( further intelligenee 
and conſideration ) found that he was 
not the perſon whom Mr. Bayes prin- 
cipally intended. For the truth of it 
is, theKing was the Perſon concera'd 
from the beginning, 
His Majeſty before his moſt happy 
and miraculous Reſtauration, had fent 
over a Declaration of his Indulgence 
to tender Conſciences in Eccleftaſtical 
matters, Which, as it was doubtleſs 
the real Reſult of the laſt Advice left 
Him 
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Him by his glorious F ather, and of his 
own conſummate Prudence and natu- 
ral Benignity ; ſo at his Return he re- 
Jigioully obſerved and promoted it as 
far as the Paſſions and Influences of the 
contrary Party would give leave. For, 
whereas among all the decent Circum- 
ſtances of his welcom Return, the Pro- 
vidence of God had fo cooperated with 
the duty of his Subjetts, that "ſo glori. 
ous an Action ſhould neither be foiled 
with the blood of Vidctory,nor leſſened 
by any capitulations of Treaty, ſo not 
to be wanting on his part in courteſy, 
as I may fay, to ſo happy a conjunQure, 
He impoſed upon himſelf an Oblivion 
of former offences, and this Indulgence 
in Eccleſiaſtical affairs. And to royal 
and generous minds no ſtipulations are 
ſo binding as their own voluntary pro- 
miſes : nor is It to be wondred if they 
hold thoſe Conditions that they put 
upon themſelves the moſt jnviolable, 
He therefore carried the A& of Obli. 
vion and Indempnity thorow :; that 
Party whohad ſuffered fo vaſtly in the 
late Combuſtions not refufing to imi- 
rar 
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tate his Generolity, but throwing all 
their particular Loſſes & Reſentments 
into the publick Reckoning. But when 
it came to the Eccleſiaſtical Part, the 
accompliſhment of which onely, re- 
main'd behind to have perfected his 
Majeſty's felicity, the buſineſs I war- 
rant you would not go ſo, (as I (hall 
have occaſion to ſay more particular- 
ly.) For, though I am ſorry to ſpeak 
it, yet it is aſad truth, that the Ani- 
molcie and Obſtinacy of ſome of the 
Clergy have inall Ages been the grea- 
telt Obſtacle to the Clemency, Pru- 
dence and good Intentions of Princes, 
and the Eſtabliſhment of their Affairs. 
His Majeſty therefore expected a bet- 
ter ſeaſon, and having at laſt rid him- 
ſelf of a great Miniſter of State who 
had headed this Intereſt, he now pro- 
ceeded plainly to recommend to his 
Parliament effeQually and with repea« 
ted inſtances, the Confideration of ten- 
der Conſciences. After the Kings laſt 
repreſenting of this matter to the Par- 
liament, Mr. Beyes took ſo much time 
as was neceſlary for the maturing of {0 
accurate 
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accurate a Book which was to be the 
ſtandard of Goveroment for all future 
Ages, and he was happily delivered 
in 1670 of his Eccleſiaſtical Policy. 
And, though he thought fit in this 
firſt Book to treat his Majeſty more 
tenderly than in thoſe that followed, 
yet even in this he doth all along uſe 
great liberty and preſumption, Nor 
can what he objes, page 282, co weak 
Conſciences, take place fo juſtily up- 
onthem 2s upon himſelf : who, while hit 
Prince might expe# bis Compliance, 
doth give him Council, adviſes him 
how to govern the Kingdom, blames 
and corre; the Laws, and tells him 
how this and the other might be mend» 
ed, But that I may-not involve the 
thing in generals, ——_ unden1- 
ably Mr. Bayes his rmance in this 
undertaking.

deſerve an Anſwer ; as becauſe he 
had fo confounded the Queſtion with 
differing terms and contradictory ex- 
preſhons, that ke might upon occaſion 
afhrm wharſoever he denyed, or deny 
H 4 what- 
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whatſoever he affirmed, - And then be- 
ſides, becauſe he had (o intangled the 
matter .of Conſcience wjth: che Ma- 
giltrates Power,.. that: he ſuppoſed no 
mag could handle is thorowly wichout 
bringing himſe]f within the Statute of 
trealonable words,and at leaſt a Preme- 
#irc, Bur laſt of all,becauſe he choughe 
that whoſoever anſwered him muſt for 
certain be, of a contrary Judgment z 
and he that was of a contrary Judg- 
meat ſhould be a Fanatick, and if one 
ofchem preſumed to be medling, then 
Mr. Bayes (as all Divines have a Non- 
obſtante to the Fejuninm Cecilianum,and 
to the. At of Obljvion and Indempnity) 
would eicher bura that, or tear it in 
pieces. Being {owell fortified on this 
tide, | upon the other he took himſelf rg 
be, impregnable. .

expreſſion, Bat Mr, Bayes, becauſe 
Princes ſometimes hear men of his 4 - 
lity play theig Part, or preach a' Ser- 
oY mon , 
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mon, grows ſo infolent that he thinks 
himſelf-fir to be their Governour, So 
dangerous it is to lec ſuch creatures be 
too familiar, They know not their 
diſtance, and like the Aſs in the Fable, 
becauſe they ſee the _ play with 
their Maſters Leggs, they think chem- 
ſelves privilecged to paw and ram 

on his Shonlders. Yet though I muſt 
follow his track now Iam in, Ihopel 
ſhall not write after his Copy. 

As for his firſt Hypotheſis of. the 
Unlimited Magiſtrate, I muſt for this 
once do him right , that after I had 
read in his 12th page, that Princes bave 
power 10 bind their ſubjetts to that Reli- 
gion they apprehend moſt advantagions us 
pablick Peace and Tranquility, a long 
time after, not as I remember till pag, 
$2. when he bethought himſelf becrer, 
he ſaith, No Rites nor Ceremonies can be 
efleemed unlawful in the Worſhip of God, 
#nleſs they tend 10 debanch men either itt 
their prattices or their conceptions of the 
Deity, Bur no man is in Ingenuity 
obliged to do him that ſervice for the 
future z neither yet doth chat limitati- 
On 
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on bind up or interpret what he before 
ſo loofly affirmed, However, take all 
along the Power of the Magiſtrate as 
he hath ſtated ir; I am confident if 
Biſhop Bramhal were alive (who could 
no more forbear Grotizs, than Mr , Bayes 
could the Biſhop, notwithſtanding their 
friendſhip) he would beſtow the ſame 
Cenſare upon him that he doth upon 
Grotius, p. 18. When I read his noob of 
the Right of the Sovereign Magiſtrate in 
8acred things, he ſeem'd to me to come too 
wear an Eraſtian, and to w- the po 
' of the Keys too much, which Chriſt left as 
4 Legacy to his Church. It maybe bedid 
write that before he was come ts full ma- 
#writy of judement : and ſome other things, 
1 da not ſay after be was ſuperaunuated, 
but without that due deliberation which he 
aſeth . 4 other times, (wherein a man 
way deſwe Mr. Bayes in Mr, Bayes) Or 
i way be ſome things have been changed in 
his Book, as Ihave been told by one of his 
neareſt friends, and that we ſhall ſharth 
ſee 4 more Authentick Editjou of all his 
Works, This is certain, that ſome of thoſe 
things which 1 diſlike, were not his omn

judgment after be was come to maturity in 
Theological matters, And had Mr, 
Bayes (as he ought to have done) cat» 
ryed his Book to any of the Biſhops, to 
whom it belongs, or their Chaplains, for 
a Licence fo print it, I cannot conceive 
that he could have obtained it in better 
rerms than whart I have collected out of 
the 108 page of his Anſwerer : Notwith- 
ſtanding the old Pleas of the Jus Divinum 
of E » Le of Example and Direttion 
Apoſtolical, of a Parity of Reaſon betmees 
the condition of the Charch whilſt under 
Extraordinary Officers, and whilfl under 
Ordinary, of the power of the Church to ap+ 
point Ceremonies for Decency and Order, 
of the patern of the Churches of old; (all 
which under Proteſtation are reſerved

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about the Courts of Princes a ſort of 
Projectors for Concealed Lands , to 
which they entitle the King, to begg 
them for themſelves : and yet general- 
ly them get not much by ir, bat are ex- 
ceeding vexatious to the Subjet, And 
evenſuch an one is this Mr. Bayes with 
his Project of a Concealed Power, thar 
moſt Princes, as he ſaid, have not yet 
rightly wnderſiood;, but whereof the King 
is ſa lictle enamour'd, that Lam conti- 
dent, were it not for prolliag and mo- 
leſting the People, his Majeſty would

paid the Fees to my Lard-Keeper. 

But one thing I muſt confeſs is very 
pleafant,and he hath paſt an high Com- 
plement upon his Majeſty in it: that 
he may, if he pleafe, reſerve the Prieſt- 
haad and the Exesciſe of it to himſelf, 
Now this indeed is furprifing 3 but this 
onely troubles me , how his Majeſty 
would look in all the Sacerdoral habi- 
liments, and the Pontifical Wardrobe. 
I am afraid the King would fiad himfelf 
incommoded with all that furniture ups

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on his back, and would ſcarce reeons 
cile himſelf ro wear even'the Lawn- 
ſleeves and the Surplice. + But -what Q 
even Charls the fifth, as I have read, was 
at bis Inauguration by the Pope, con- 
tent to be veſted, according to the Ro- 
mane Ceremonial; in the habit of a 
Neacon: and a man would not ſcruple 
too much the formality of the dreſs in 
order to Empire; 

But one thing I doubt Mr. Bayes did 
not well conſider , that,if the King may 
diſcharge the Fun&ion of the Prieſt- 
hood, he may too (and 'tis all the rea» 
fon in the world) aflume the Revenue, 
It would be the beſt _— that ever 
was voluntarily given by the Clergy.

ment, Now in his Empire the Chriſti- * 
ans onely are guilty of thoſe Religiowe 
Miſtakes that tend to the ſabverſion of 
Muhometiſm : So that he underſtands 
Goyernment rightly in chaining the 
Chriſtians co the Oar, But then in 
Chriſtendom , all that I could think of 
were the King of France, the King of 
Spain, the Knights of Malta, the Pope, 
and the reſt of the Malian Princes. 
And theſe all have bound their Sub- 
jets to the Romiſh Religion as moſt 
advantagious, Bur theſe people their

But that which I confeſs would vex 
me moſt, were 1 either an ill or a well- 
meaning Zealot, would be, after all to 
hear him (as he frequently does) ſneer- 
ing at me in an ironical harangue, to 
perſwade me , forſooth, to take all pa- 
tiently for Conſcience - ſake, and the 
good example of Man-kind ; Nay, to 
wheedle one almoſt to make himſelf a- 
way to ſave the Hangman a labour...

time, let him enjoy it in ſpeculation,

founded. But thatImay not loſe'my 
thred. Upon occaſion of this his Ma- 
jeſties Gracious Declaration, anda-

ook the Preface to Bishop Bramball , 
and accordingly was unhappily deli- 
yered of itin Fuxe ( Thaveforgot ) or 
Fuly, in 1672, For he did nor goe 
Hisfullcime of it, but miſcarried; part- 
iy by a new fright from F.'0. and part- 
ly by a fall he had upona Cloſer Impor- 
tawce.

And here Icannor altogether eſcape 
thementioning of F. 0. again , whom 
(though 1 have ſhown that he was nor 
the main cauſe of publiſhing Bayes his 
Books) yet he ſingles out, and on hig 

runs down all the Noncon- 
ormiſts ; rhis being, as he imagined, 
the ſafeſt way by which hemight pro- 
ceed firſt ro undermine, and then blow 
up his Majeſties gracious Declaration. 
And this indecd is the leaſtimmerho- 
dical part of the whole Diſcourſe.

Secondly , rhat though he had 
Railed , the perſon he ſpoke of ought 
not to have taken notice of it. And 
Thirdly, clrat he gid nor Rail. Asro 
theſe things 1 donor much rwoublem 
ſelf, nor interclt my ſclf in the 
is F, 0's Quarrel: no otherwiſerthan 
if he were Jabs a Nokes and theard him 
raild at by Jobs a Siffes : Nor yet 
M 3 would 
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would I concern my ſelf unneceſſart. 
ly in any mans behalf; Knowing that 
'ris-berrer being at the beginning of 
a Feaſt, than ro come in at the latter 
end of a Fray. - For if ſo I ſhould , as 
often it happens in ſuch Rencounters, 
not onely draw Mr. Bayes, but F. 0. 
ro0 upon my back, I ſhould hayemade 
a ſweet buſineſs on't for my ſelf. 

Now as to the Lawfulneſs and Ex. 
pedience of Railing; were ic notthar 
Ido really make Conſcience of uſing 
Scripture with ſuch a drolling Compa- 
nion as Mr. Bayes, I could oyerload 
him thence both with Authoricy and 
Example. - Nor is it worth ones while 
to teach him out of other Authors, and 
the beſt precedents of the kind , how 
he, being a Chriſtian and a Divine, 
ought to haye carried himſelt.. Burl 
cannot but remark his Inſolence and 
how bold he makes upon this Argu- 
ment, p. 88. of his Second Book, with 
the Memories of thoſe great Perſons 
thereenumerated,ſeyeral of whem,and 
particularly my Lord Yeru/am, I could 
quote to his confuſion , upon a con- 
trary 
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trary and much better Account. &o ur 
am 1 from repenting my ſeverity towar 
them , that 1 am tvaged rak'e apeed 
it by the glorious Bxampley of the greateſt 
Wits of our Nation, King Fames , Arch. 
Bishop ift , Arch-Bizhoy Bancroft , 
Bishop Andrews , Bi on, Bis 
proc Ahrtay Bishop mow A — Six _I- 
Rawleigh, Lord Baron, Ge. and he mighr 
have added Mr.. Tariton with as good 
retence to his Honour as himſelf 
he Nwhes are yet empty in the Old 
Exchange; pray let us ſpeak ro the 
Staruary that next to King Fame's 
we may have Bayes his Effigies. For 
ſuch t Wirs are Princes Fellows, 
arleaſt when dead. Ar thisratethere 
is not a Scold at Billinſ-gate bur may 
defend her ſelf by the patern of King 
Fames and Avrch-Birhep Whitgift , 8c. 
Yer this is paſſable, if you conſider

by it. For in my obſervation, 
if we meet with an Argument in the 
Stxeets, both Men, Women and Boys,

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cent perſons as your (elf, havefettthe 
fury of the wild multitude, when ſuch 
a Calamity hath diſordered then. 
And after your late Seyerity againſt 
Tradeſmen , it had been betrer you had 
not touched the fire- Take heed left 
the Realons which ſparkle, forſoorh, 
in your diſcourſe hath not ſer their 
Chimneys on fire. None accuſes you, 
what you make ſport with, of burn- 
ing the Ships at Chatham , much leſs 
of blowing up the Thames. Bur-you 
ought to- be careful , leſt having fo 
newly diſtinguiſhed berwixr che Fa- 
natick and his Wealth, they ſhould 
ſay, Thar you are diſtinguiſhing now - 
berwixt the Fanaticks andtheir Hau- 
ſes. Theſe things are too edged ro 
be jeſted with: it you did but conſi- 
der that not onely the Haly Brother- 
hoed , but the Sober and intelligent Citi- 
ens are equally involved in theſe fad 
Accidents. And in thar lamentable 
Conflagration ( which was ſo rerrible 
tharchough ſo many years ago, it is 
yet treſh in mens memories, and be- 
lides, is yearly by Act of Parlia 
met, 
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Ment obſerved with due Humiliation 
and Solemanity, ) It was not Trade 
onely and erchandiſe ſuftered, 
which you call their Diane, and was 
not ſo much to be conſidered; bur 
Saint Paul too was burnt, which the 
Hiſtorians tell us was Diana's T cm: 
ple. 

The next thing was more dirctyle. 
vell'd at F. 0. Be having in ſome la- 
ter Book uſed thoſe words, Ie cannor 
conform to Arminianiſm or Socinianiſm on 
the ane band, or Popery onthe other.
